The Alternatives program is a peer leader 
program jointly sponsored by U-High and 
Lighthouse, a comprehensive substance 
abuse treatment center located in Blooming¬ 
ton, Illinois. The program, kicked off with a 
two day inservice, is directed primarily to¬ 
ward the ninth and tenth grade students but 
is open to anyone who needs assistance. The 
sponsors, J.D. Hawkins, Mr. Knight, and two 
people from Lighthouse meet once a month 
to decide what will be discussed with the 
alternatives in their next inservice, usually 
two days later. The inservices inform the 
peer leaders about topics and ideas which 
should be brought up in future Phase meet¬ 
ings by the the two alternatives assigned to 
that group. A major feature of the program is 
the use of junior and senior volunteers as role 
models. For this reason, being just a “good” 
student isn’t enough. The person must be a 
good school citizen, be able to demonstrate 
that they are not using drugs and/or alcohol, 
and firmly believe in themselves and that it 
is not necessary to resort to such means of 
relief. After all, the purpose is to enforce 
wellness, not sickness. The Alternatives pro¬ 
gram isn’t just another club. It is one which is 
demanding yet rewarding and one that 
reaches out to all of U-High.
